7. To see how much money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the Fire Department. 


8. To see how much money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for relief. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the selectmen 
and treasurer to borrow money for the use of the Town in anti- 
cipation of taxes. 
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10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $24.00 for publicity. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to accept State Aid for 
the construction of the secondary S. A. system, and raise and 
appropriate the sum of $369.00, the State to contribute $1,000.00, 
to be expended on the Athol road. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of.$300.00 for cutting brush. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $400.00, to be expended for blister rust control in 
cooperation with the Forestry Department. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $200.00 to further develop the present system of 
water holes for fire protection.

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
district on the eleventh day of March 1947, at one o’clock in the 
afternoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose a Moderator for the coming year. 
2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


3. To choose a Member of the School Board for the ensuing 
three years. 


4. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


5. To determine and appoint the salaries of the School 
Board and Truant Officer, and fix the compensation of any other 
officers or agent of the district. 


6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees, or 
Officers chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


7. To choose Agents, Auditors and Committees in relation 
to any subject embraced in this warrant. 


8. ‘To see if the district will vote to make any alteration in 
the amount of money required to be assessed for the ensuing 
year for the support of public schools and the payment of the 
statutory obligations of the district, as determined by the school 
board in its annual report.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Richmond School 
District: 


I herewith submit my second annual report as superintend- 
ent of schools. 


FINANCES 
There has been a great increase in the cost of operating 
schools during the last three years. The following table indi- 
cates our total expenditures over a five-year period: 


1943-1944 $5,647 80 
1944-1945 $5,051 76 
1945-1946 $4,964 12 
1946-1947 $6,272 76 (estimate) 
1947-1948 $6,821 00 (estimate) 


It should be noted that the first two of the above figures 
cover the operation of both the Four-Corners and North Rich- 
mond schools. When the North Richmond School was closed in 
the summer of 1945, the expenditures for salaries and transpor- 
tation increased nearly enough to offset the savings 
brought about by closing one school. The district carried the 
following amounts of cash on hand during the years indicated 
below: 


June 30, 1944 $2,417 91 
June 30, 1945 $3,353 09 
June 30, 1946 $1,494 25 


The presence of the cash balances reduced the assessments 
on the town somewhat during these years. At present, we esti- 
mate a cash balance of not over $100.00 in June, 1947. This 
means that the assessment on the town for the year 1947-1948 
is going to be much larger than during the recent years. 
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The budget for 1947-1948 calls for an expenditure of 
$6,821.00. The estimated income during the coming year is 
$1,162.00. This makes the total assessment on the town of 
$5,659.00 for meeting school expenditures. 


The assessment in March, 1946, to meet school board’s ex- 
penditures for 1946-1947 was $3,711.00. This large increase in 
assessment is partially due to the cash balance on hand last year 
and partially due to the increased cost of operation. It should 
be noted that teachers’ salaries, transportation and high school 
tuition is nearly $5,000.00 of the total expenditures. 


It will be noted in the table of general statistics for 1945- 
1946 that the average cost per pupil per year is $167.37 (cost of 
high school tuition not included). The state average cost of 
educating elementary school pupils was $104.64. While our cost 
of operation is quite high compared with the state average, it is 
not out of line with the costs of operating other one-room rural 
schools. 


BUILDING AND EQUIPMENT 


The interior of the Four-Corner School was painted last 
year. We now hope to be able to paint the interior of the build- 
ing during the coming year. The brush which was cut near the 
building last year has improved the lighting. 

The school is well equipped with text books and supplies. 
Other than reference and library materials, our needs for the 
school year will be relatively few. 


PERSONNEL 
Mrs. Alice Read of Winchester was employed to replace 
Miss Viola Fenton who accepted a position at East Swanzey. 
Mrs. Read is a graduate of Keene Teachers College. 
Miss Margaret A. Meath was employed as music instructor 
this year. Miss Meath is a graduate of Oberlin, class of 1946. 


TESTING PROGRAM 


The Metropolitan Achievement Tests have been adminis- 
tered to every child in the Four-Corners School. The schools in 
Supervisory Union No. 25 were selected by the World Book 
Company to assist in the development of a new table of norms 
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for this particular test. The achievement records of all pupils 
are on file both in the office of the Superintendent of Schools 
and the records in the school. Every child in the school has 
been given an intelligence test. The intelligence quotients have 
all been recorded on the pupil record sheets.

The prevention of forest fires is the most important and difficult 
part of the work of your forest fire warden who heads a local organi- — i = 
zation set up primarily for the security of your community’s forest — 
property. The importance and value of the work of the forest fire 
warden and his deputies is, perhaps, best appreciated during hazardous 
periods when fire danger is greatest. The public, however, looks to him at 
all times for speedy and economical suppression of going fires . ven ps 


To property fulfill his mission, the warden needs the generous chase a 
understanding cooperation of the public at large. He attempts to secure 
this cooperation by the posting of caution notices, news items and by 
word of mouth, always carefully explaining the necessity of restrictions — 
imposed. In the matter of giving cooperation, however, the public often 
fails. The record shows that an average of 7,300 acres of woodland 
are burned over by forest fires in New Hampshire each year. Analysis — 
of fire causes reveal the fact that more than 98 percent of all forest 
fires are, consistently, the result of human carelessness and are Baa 4 = “ig 
ventable.
